Reported Nazi Program. 

Under Germany’s program, it was 
said, Rumanian industry would be

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Germany would liquidate a large 
debt to Rumania by wholesale ship- 
ments of munitions and other man- 
ufactures. 

Rumanian industry would discon- 
tinue manufactures duplicating 
Germanys and concentrate on 
products Germany could use. 

Rumania would keep a steady 
stream of oil, wheat and timber 
moving to the Reich—as much as 
could be transported. 

German teghnicians would be 
sent to Rumania to improve pro- 
duction and accelerate shipments.

Under the “moral embargo,” the 
State Department discourages 
American manufacturers from 
selling Russia airplanes, airplane 
parts and plants and plans for 
making aviation gasoline. The de- 
partment takes the position that 
this country should refrain from 
granting aeronautical assistance to 
nations which bomb civilian popu- 
lations. 

The speech which Russia resents 
was made by Louis Johnson, As- 
sistant Secretary of War, before 
the New York State Bankers’ As- 
sociation on Jan. 15. Speaking on 
the topic, “Lessons From Finland,” 
he said: 

“again, the world beholds the 
proof of the age-old axiom that a 
free man is worth at least a dozen 
serfs.” 

Johnson added that Finland was 
fighting against “forces of bigotry 
and oppression” and that politics 
and purges had stymied the Rus- 
sian officers in command while 
blind submission dominated in the

ROME, Feb. 2 (AP)-—The Polish 
envoys to the Vatican and to Italy 
accused the Nazis yesterday of kid- 
naping Polish women for forced 
labor on farms in the Reich.

13 SAILORS FREEZE, 20 SAVED 
AFTER 4 DAYS IN LIFEBOAT 


Survivors From Torpedoed Greek Freighter 
Row in Bitter Cold Weather to 
Irish Coast. 


LONDON, Feb. 2 (AP).—A voy- 
age in open lifeboats on the icy 
Atlantic on which 13 seamen froze 


to death was described last night 
by 20 survivors of the 5625-ton 
Greek liner Eleni Stathatos, tor- 
pedoed and sunk by a German sub- 
marine Jan. 28. 

The survivors reached the Hire 
shore yesterday. They said they 
were in lifeboat for four days. They 
had to throw the frozen bodies of 
their companions overboard. 

The crew originally consisted of 
32 Greek and one Irishman, Michael 
Ryan of Tullabrack, County Limer- 
ick. Ryan said the submarine 
came to the surface near the ship 
Sunday morning, fired a shell over 
the bows, and then rammed a tor- 
pedo home. 

The crew escaped in two boats 
just as the big freighter capsized 
and sank. 

“A heavy sea was running and 
the weather was bitter cold,” said 
Ryan. Our hands and feet swelled 
up so much—we were so tired of 
rowing—it was awful. 

“It was a bad dream. We were 


always cold, we were always tired, 
we were always hungry. Then the 
worst of all came Wednesday. 
There were the dead in the boat— 
13 Greeks. They had frozen to 
death. We threw them overboard. 

“Later the second boat capsized. 
We had the larger boat, and we 
got the men out of the water. 

“Early today we saw the Irish 
coast but we were so tired we 
couldn’t row any more. It was ter- 
rible. A motorboat finally came 
out. And here I am.” 

Ryan and five others are in a 
hospital. 


Lifeboat With Two Bodies Washed 
Ashore in Portugal. 

LISBON, Portugal, Feb. 2 (AP) — 
A lifeboat containing the bodies of 
two sailors was washed ashore to- 
day but there were few clews as 
to the identity of the ship they 
apparently had abandoned. 

One lifebelt was marked “Ozato 
O-hta” and the words “Royal Ma- 
rine” were inscribed on one of the 
sailor’s coats.

DROP IN U. S. REVENUE IN 39 
DUE TO 38 BUSINESS SLUMP 


Collections in Missouri for Period Show De- 
crease of $8,934,000 Despite $3,612,000 
Rise in Payroll Taxes.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Despite 
an increase of $3,612,149 in Federal 
pay roll taxes, total internal reve- 


nue collections in Missouri de- 
creased $8,934,315—from $137,649,- 
568 during the calendar year 1938 
to $128,715,253 last year—according 
to an announcement today by the 
Treasury Department. This re- 
flected the business slump from 
1937 to 1938, since many of the col- 
lections covered operations for the 
preceding year. 

The decrease in total collections 
throughout the nation was from 
$5,507,613,350 during 1938 to $4,- 
957,046,038 in 1939, although pay roll 
taxes increased from $661,851,054 in 
1938 to $783,070,333 last year. 

Of the Missouri totals the St. 


Louis collection district was re- 
sponsible for $101,823,228 last year, 
against $111,029,959, in 1938, a de- 
crease of $9,206,731. 

Comparisons for the St. Louis 
district were as follows:

Cost of construction work re- 
quired, including the fireproofing 
of roofs and ceilings and the in- 
closing of inside fire escapes and 
stairways, was estimated by -the 
jury at $85,000 to $90,000. The 
board already has ailotted $39,000 
of this sum for the work and it 
is being “expended as rapidly as 
conditions will permit,” the mem- 
bers reported. 

Other sections of the jury’s re- 
port dealt with city buildings and 
institutions, several of which weré 
found to be in badly run-down or 
overcrowded condition. 


New Criticism of Sanitarium. 

As have many previous grand 
juries, the December term group 
commented on the overcrowded 
condition of City Sanitarium, where 
it found 3560 patients in a build- 
ing designed for a maximum of 
2400. To relieve the overcrowding, 
which the jury found now requires 
the use of about 400 cots in hals 
every night, the members recom- 
mended that steps be taken to 
transfer some of the patients to 
State institutions, build additional 
facilities or care for some of the 
patients in private homes at State 
expense. 

The jury also criticised working 
conditions of employes at the sani- 
tarium, pointing out that most of 
them were employed 66 hours a 
week and received only $45 a month 
and maintenance. “This is less 
than the present day minimum un- 
der the Wage and Hour Law and 
the hours are more than 50 per 
cent in excess of the maximum,” 
the jury stated. 


Children’s Room 

At the Children’s Building, the 
jury found the dining room “a dis- 
grace to any public institution 
where children are housed.” Floors 
and walls of the room are dirty, 
the corners are filled with roach 
powder and salt that has been 
swept into them, seating accommo- 
dations are inadequate and dishes 
are in such bad ecadition that chips 
get into the food, the jury reported. 

So many windows at the Isola- 
tion Hospital are cracked or brok- 
en, the report added, that “a strong 
wind could do considerable dam- 
age with the possibility of injury 
to patients.” The jury recommend- 
ed tuckpointing, repair of roofs 
and spouting and replacement of 
the retaining wall outside the main 
building. and a wall of the steri- 
lizing room. 

At Homer G. Phillips Hospital, 
the jury urged resurfacing of plas- 
ter walls which now have “a 
sanded surface that cannot possi- 
bly be kept clean,” and of half 
the floors, which were found to be 
“of bad concrete.” 

44 Indictments Returned. 

In summarizing its work, the 
jury stated that it had examined 
217 witnesses and returned 4 in- 
dictments and 12 no true bills. Of 
the indictments, 18 were in connec- 
tion with policy game operations. 

The jury did not comment on its 


The money will de used chiefly 
to supply food and coal orders to 
the 70,000 WPA outdoor workers 
in the State, most of whom have 
been idle since Dec. 22 because of 
the cold weather.

4000 of 11,000 WPA Men Kept Idle 
by Cold, Back at Work. 
About 4000 of the 11,000 WPA 
workers who had been kept idle by 
the cold wave in St. Louis had re- 
turned to their jobs by this morn- 
ing, and more were expected to go 


back today. For resumption of 


some outside projects, however, a 
more prolonged thaw was neces- 
sary. 

Applications for assistance at 
the office of the St. Louis Social 
Security Commission have dropped 
from 1500 a day, the peak reached 
last week, to about 700, it was said 
by Hubert K. Harris, the adminis- 
trator. The office is still giving 
grocery and coal orders, as well as 
food from the Surplus Commodities 
Corporation, to families of WPA 
workers whose resources have been 
exhausted by the long period with- 
out pay.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2 (AP).—The 
American League for Peace and 
Democracy, characterized by the 
Dies Committee aga “front” for 
the Communist party, was disband- 
ed by its national board of direc- 
tors yesterday. 

A board resolution said the 
league was extinguished because 
“the coming of the war has created 
a situation in which a different pro- 
gram and type of organization art 
needed to preserve democratic 
rights in wartime and thereby heip 
keep the United States out of war.” 

The action was taken at a meet- 
ing honoring the Rev. Harry F. 
Ward, head of the league since 
1934. 

The Rev. Thomas Harris, nation- 
al executive secretary, announced 
that the league had 14,000 members 
in 117 cities. 

In an address to the board, Dr. 
Ward defended the league against 
the Dies Committee charges, as- 
serting the organization “neyer was 
controlled by the Communists.” 

The committee charge, he said, 
was an attempt to “paint a false 
picture of the league” in a cam- 
paign “by reactionary forces to get 
America into the war.” 

Members Still Active. 

“The fact that the national board 
of the League for Peace and De- 
mocracy has ceased activities and 
gone out of existence,” he con- 
tinued, “does not mean that our 
members throughout the country

Policy: Let It Stand, but Bar New Pacts

NOUGH has been said in the 

debate over the Hull trade 

argreements to show, it seems 
to me, that the question has been 
presented to Congress in a way 
which can lead to no good result. 
There is being brewed, quite un- 
necessarily, a tempest in a teapot, 
and in this dispute, regardless ‘of 
the final outcome, everyone. will 
have lost much more than he has 
gained. Yet there is, I think, a 
simple solution on which reason- 
able men might agree. | 


The executive power to make 
trade agreements expires this com- 
ing June. Mr. Hull is asking Con- 
gress to extend this power for an- 
other term of years. 

Now, the evident fact is that even 
if Mr. Hull obtains a renewal of his 
powers, there is no likelihood what- 
ever that for the duration of the 
war he will be able to negotiate 
new trade agreements of any im- 
portance. 

The principle of the Hull agree- 
ments has been carried as far as 
it is possible to carry it in the

Living Space 

Should Be Provid- 
ed for Refugees of 
Europe.

NEW TORK, Feb. 2. 
OW much “white man’s coun- 
try” remains undeveloped in 
the world? The question be- 
comes of increasing importance in 
view of disclosures of German atro- 
cities in Poland where, to make 
“living room” for German “super- 
men,” Poles’ and Jews are in the 
process of liquidation. If there is 
nowhere for them to go, there is 
apparently no end in sight for them 


| but ~wholegale death. There is 


plenty of sparsely settled and un- 
improved territory in the world 
but, in much of it, their chance 
to live and prosper is slim. White 
people of the northern races do 
not do well in the tropics.- This 
country developed so rapidly be- 
cause it was the kind of country 
best suited to the people who came 
to it. * 


There is similar country in the 
Argentine—vast stretches of it 
owned and ‘controlled by a few 
families. These people are unwill- 
ing te part with their baronial es- 
tates and the southern republic 
as a sovereign nation doesn’t care 
to admit hordes of refugees. That 
doesn’t seem right, but it is a po- 
litical and legal condition that 
can’t be forced. 

There are other areas in upland 
Africa in British and Portuguese 
control. Such information as we 
have about it is that it would re- 
quire a considerable preparation 
on the engineering and sanitary 
sides, but that without too much 
expense it is capable of supporting 
a very large population. 

Foreign private capital lent or 
invested here. developed our coun- 
try. Our immigration bars were 
down. The pioneering breed which 
spread westward didn’t need as 
much wet-nursing as modern people 
might have to ha\*. But our own 
history is proof that there is, theo- 
rctically at least, a solution to this 
ghastly problem of men without 
land and land without men. [If 
there isn’t a solution with all the 
materials at hand, something tragic 
has happened to th» intelligence of 
the human rate. 

With modern organization, ma- 
chinery and methods, what was 
done in a haphazard fashion here 
in a century could be done in these 
new and virgin lands in a few years, 

Just as in South America, the 
present “owners” of these vast 
stretches of land in Africa would 
object, but not with the validity of 


the national objection of the Argen- |} 


tine Republic. The appearance of 
the map of Africa is no compliment 
to the nations of Europe. They have 
divided up a continent among them 
—provinces and colonies claimed 
in ownership and apparently held 
“in reserve.” Considering the ur- 
gency of this case, there should be 
some way through that difficulty— 
or else such pretensions to Chris- 
tian charity as those of England, 
for example, are hollow faking. 
With sufficient finance, organiza- 
tion and management, a new and 
prosperous nation could be created 
by putting these poor landless peo- 
ple on this abundant land. It isa 
project sufficiently magnificent to 
challenge any imagination. It 
should be financially feasible. 
Herbert Hoover, whose engineer- 


ing and political experience per- 


fectly fits him to head such an 
undertaking, is reported to have 
said that it so fascinates him that 
he would be willing to give up all 
other interests and devote the rest 
of his life ‘to it. 


Those interventionists who are so 
anxious to have our nation take 
some financial stake in the world’s 
unrest could get some support from 
their opponents on a workable’ plan 
in this direction.

Can’t Last More Than Six Months Unless 
They Get Several Hundred Fighter Ships 
—Pinning Hopes on America.

STOCKHOLM, Feb. 2. 

ITHIN the next six months 

airplanes will open the wounds 
, which will eventually bieed 
Finland to death, or airplanes will 
save the Finnish republic from de- 
struction. 

This fact cannot be dodged by 

any observer who has Hved the 
first two months of the war with 
the Finns. It should be realized 
now by friends of Finland in 
every neutral democratic country. 
Without several hundred pursuit 
planes, and without ground crews 
to keep them in the air, relief 
funds for Finnish divisions are 
almost as futile for the cause of 
Finnish freedom as it is to bandage 
the body of a man who is dying 
from hemorrhages. 
Today 3,500,000 Finns are pray- 
ing for airplanes. Only the other 
day more than 100 persons were 
killed by Soviet bombers in less 
than seven hours of daylight. Soon 
there will be 10 and 12 hours of 
daylight. Then three or four times 
as many Red bombers will come 
every day. For every 100 lives 
that conceivably may be saved 
from starvation by foreign relief 
contributions between now and 
August, it must be estimated con- 
servatively that 5000 or 10,000 
Finns — more than half of them 
invaluable and irreplaceable front- 
line soldiers—stand to be wiped 
out as the direct or indirect result 
of air raids. 


Relief Not First Need. 


It is a plain fact that very few 
Finns are in danger of death, star- 
vation, or malnutrition before next 
autumn, however welcome any 
medical aid may be. The fact is 
even more cruelly apparent that, 
while millions are being given for 
relief, the only relief for which the 
whole Finnish nation hopes are pe- 
titions is relief from the mass mur- 
der of Russian bombers. 

I make this statement simply as 
a report on existing conditions, a 
report of an actual and universal 
state of mind among the Finnish 
people. They are too proud and 
self-respecting to want charity. 


They want nothing more nor less 
than the opportunity to defend 
en ee fight back in the 


Finnish public opinion knows 
that victory against Soviet Russia 
is impossible without hundreds of 
fighting planes. For some reason, 
the Finns are pinning their hopes 
on America. They think that the 
Americans do not want the Finns 
to be massacred from the air as 
the Spanish Republicans and the 
Poles were massacred. They think 
that the Americans must intend to 
send planes—the chief instrument 
for their salvation in the coming 
air war—but privately, Finnish of- 
ficials are filled with doubts, 


“Time Getting Short.” 

“Time is getting terribly short,” 
one of them said the other day. 
Then he added, with a touch of 
bitterness: “Do you believe these 
stories about plane shipments? I 
wish I could. Maybe a few have 
come, but I have seen none to 
date.” 

On the train from Haparanda to 
Stockholm I sat with a Swedish 
Colonel and a Swedish business 
man. “Why doesn’t America send 
us planes?” asked the Colonel. 
“Airplanes are the one thing we 
need to stop the Bolshevists. We 
can produce everything else here 
—all kinds of guns and munitions. 
But we haven't got time to build 
the planes, and fast enough. Sure- 
ly, your army doesn’t need thou- 
sands of planes right away. It’s a 
matter of life and death for the 
Finns and ourselves, 

“Why don't you tell your people 
that this is the one thing they can 
do for us? Expressions of sympa- 
thy don’t mean a thing: Tou sell 
France—that won't get you into the 
war. Why don't you sell planes to 
Finland and Sweden??? 

The business man said, “Two 
hundred planes for Finland and 400 
for us would make an eformous 
difference.”: That seemed a fuirly 
accurate reflection of many Swedes’ 
conception of the relative dangers 
at present being run by Finland 
and Sweden. Nevertheless, the same

City of St. Louis and the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
clation—for the terms agreed to yesterday can hard- 
ly mean less than settlement—is a great victory 
for the city and the municipal administration. 

The fact that it comes almost 20 years after the 
Terminal should have made peace with the city 
takes nothing from the achievement. Indeed, that 
only makes the more important what has at last 
been accomplished by Mayor Dickmann and his ad- 


| visers, who were wise enough to stand by their 


guns, The new agreement means the fuller utiliza- 
tion of both the Municipal and ads bridges at rates 
that are sure to encourage traffic. 

There is only one way to appreciate how much 
of a victory the city has won—and how fully the 
Terminal has ‘capitulated. That is to contrast 
the terms which the Terminal offered as a basis for 
settlement last November with the terms which the 
Terminal joined in announcing yesterday. 

Last November the Terminal was still holding 
out for new franchises to take the place of its ex- 
pired 50-year franchises. It was holding out, in 
short, for a return to the outmoded and discredited 
system of giving utilities long-term rights to use 
public property as their own. Yesterday the Termi- 
nal abandoned the idea of franchises. The terms 
look to continued satisfactory operation of the Ter- 
minal in St. Louis under revocable permits, such 
as it has used since 1937. ö 

Last November the Terminal refused to make any 
guarantee to the city of tolls for the use of Mu- 
nicipal Bridge by its member railroads, The Termi- 
nal said that it could not commit its membership, 
although it had committed the roads to a guarantee 
in the 1930 agreement which the Terminal broke. 
Yesterday the Terminal agreed to guarantee the 
city a minimum of $200,000 a year in tolls until ad- 
vances for building rail approaches to the bridge 
are paid. 

Last November the Terminal offered to lease the 
city the vehicular deck of Eads Bridge for an an- 
nual rental of an estimated annual earning of $365,- 
000, the Terminal to retain certain tolls. Yesterday 
the Terminal agreed to the city’s having all tolls, 
said to have totaled $396,000 last year, in exchange 
for the $365,000 rental, agreed to maintain the deck 
leased by the city, and agreed to cancellation by the 
city and revision of the Eads Bridge provision by 
agreement or arbitration after five years. 1 

Last November the Terminal refused to accept 
any responsibility for removal of the elevated tracks 
which now cut through the riverfront memorial 
owned by the National Park Service. Yesterday the 
Terminal joined with the city in recognizing this 
as a mutual problem, calling for joint endeavor, the 
precise details to be worked out in co-operation with 
the Federal Government, 

The city, of course, has agreed to the dismissal of 
its $5,000,000 suit against the Terminal for breach 
of the 1930 contract. The city never expected to 
collect on this suit other than as it served as a 
bargaining point in reaching an agreement. It would 
have pleased the city to have been able to dismiss 
it in a satisfactory settlement the day after it was 
filed. 

But these are details. The important thing—the 
big thing—is that the city has at last won its long 
fight to break the monopoly on rail transportation 
across the Mississippi. And it has won, as it did 
not win even with a free vehicular deck on Munici- 
pal Bridge, a victory over the Terminal’s toll charge 
on Eads Bridge. For under the terms agreed to 
yesterday, the city will regulate tolls on Nads 
Bridge, bringing the pleasure car toll down to 
10 cents. This will have the effect of concentrating 
truck traffic on Municipal Bridge, thus speeding up 
the movement of other traffic in and out of St. 
Louis to the east. 

What, it may be asked, has the policy of obstruc- 
tion won for its perpetrators? Little more than 
opprobrium in the community. The city was sure 
to. win eventually. Indeed, the Terminal’s own 
members began to disown its delay and evasion 
and to accept the city’s terms on their own re- 
sponsibility. With that the Terminal had lost; set- 
tlement was only a matter of time. 

The one condition whith must be fulfilled before 
the terms are put in a written contract has virtually 
already been met. This is a 12-month revenue of 
$200,000 from Terminal lines using Municipal 
Bridge. On the basis of revénue from the four 
member roads. which have now arranged to use the 
new route, total income will greatly exceed $200,000. 

A great victory has been won. For it the ad- 
ministration of Mayor Dickmann deserves the com- 
munity’s warm appreciation.

Sir Samuel Hoare has neither the per- 
sonal charm of Lord Halifax nor the foren- 
sic ability of Sir John Simon, but he pos- 
sesses a singleness of purpose and a deter- 
mination to excel in everything that he does. 

He was a good Secretary of State for Air 
at a time when England was rapidly disarm- 
ing and the Service Ministers had to fight 
for every penny that they could squeeze out 
of the Exchequer. He was an admirable 
Secretary of State for India, and steered the 
Government of India Act through the House 
of Commons with indefatigable skill and pa- 
tience. Before the outbreak of the present 
war, he had shown himself a broad-minded 
and courageous Home Secretary. His fail- 
ure at the Foreign Office and compulsory 
resignation were due to the now-almost-for- 
gotten but once-notorious Hoare-Laval pro- 


posals. . 

These, then, are the Big Four. If the 
British people had to choose the four Min- 
isters in whom they have the most confi- 
dence, it is a matter for speculation how 
many out of the four in question would be 
among the number.

The Erlkonig was 
a drama of the morbid fancy real- 
ized objectively but “Der Doppel- 
ganger” was a drama of a soul 
in pain. Nobody who heard it 
should ever be guilty again of re- 
garding an innocence of spirit as 
Schubert’s special quality. For here 
certainly was the audible evidence 
of an unfathomable anguish, the 
transcript of an inner conscious- 
ness which perceives a shadow as 
more terrible than an army with 
banners. 

The English language group was 
important only because Miss Ander- 
son sang them, but the Negro spir- 
ituals had both the flavor of their 
naive origin and the impact that 
can only be achieved by an artist.

We did, and 
then a guy asked me, ‘What time 
shall I pick you up for the broad- 
cast?’ and it turned out I was 
going to be on the radio at 7. We 
had time to eat dinner, get to the 
broadcast and then to our eve 
ning’s performance. 

“We finally saw a movie, though, 
in South Bend. We got there early 
in the morning and waited for the 
show to open.” 

This movie-frustrated career be- 
gan for the brothers Dorsey—Tom- 
my and Jimmy, also’a band leader

of Pennsylvania. Their father, 
strangely enough, also was a band 
leader, so the boys began tooting 
horns early in life. 

“I played a cornet first, very 
badly,” related Tommy, “and 
started on the trombone 21 years 
ago—I’m 34 now. The Dorsey 
brothers had a band as far back 
as 1922, when a bunch of us from 
around our town went to Balti- 
more. We got a job, but it was 
just about the time ASCAP was 
getting under way,” referring to 
the association that protects and 
collects on music. “Our ballroom 
wasn't licensed and we didn’t 
know anything about ASCAP; we 
just played the tunes.

so many fines playing restricted 
tunes, the manager fired us, 30 
we went back home. 

“My brother played with the 
Scranton Sirens for a while, and 
then got a job with Jean Gold- 
kette and I followed him. Then 
he went with the California Ramb- 
lers and I followed him again. I 
was the kid brother, you see, and 
he always paved the way. Then 
we split up—he went with Roger 
Wolf Kahn and I with Ray Miller, 
and back to Goldkette, then we 
both got jobs with Whiteman.

or 15 original songs in the mail 
every day, you see, and we hate 
to send them all back because you 
never can tell when you're passing 
by a hit. ‘Once in a While,’ for ex- 
ample, was written by an amateur, 
and sold 285,000 copies. ‘Taint 
What You Do’ was by an amateur, 
a trumpet player, who also wrote 
‘Well All Right.’ 


Nobody tries to do anything 
about these amateurs, and we had 
to argue with ASCAP and I had 
to buy a music publishing com- 
pany to plan such a contest and 
by then our program had only six 
weeks to run, so we didn't start 
it. We're trying to interest a spon- 
sor in it now, however. We don't 
think it will be another Pot of 
Gold, but we thought we might do 
some good, both for the winners 
and ourselves, since we'd develop 
five or six good songs a year, 


“The publishers, you know, are 
just like geese. Someone digs up 
an ‘Ob Johnny’ and everybody else 
starts digging back. They wait for 
the band leaders to blaze the trail, 
then they sit back and take the 
credit. If a swing band plays their 
songs they're all for swing. If not, 
they're against it. There's one 
company we call the ‘corn com- 
pany’ that has a slogan something 
like this, We want our songs sung, 
not swung.’ For years they’ve been 
publishing things like The Creaky 
Old Mill, and all those clanky, 
corny ballads, same old stuff. Then 
here they came out with ‘South of 
the Border, which I consider the 
best song written in the last 10 
years. There should be more songs 
published like that instead of so 
much corn.” 

In his combined playing-publish- 
ing career, Dorsey doesn’t have 
much time to listen to other bands, 
but he does believe there's no such 
thing as a number one band. 

“If a band clicks in one place 
it may flop in another,” he says. 
There's one big name band, for 
instance, that just can’t go over 
in New York, but can go to West 
Plains, 15 miles from New York, 
and pack the joint. In New York 
they're terrible, but in Cleveland 
they did $48,000 business at a thea- 
ter where the average is $22,000.
